First  Address  Made  By  President  Nelson 

NEW  EQUIPMENT,  SUPPLIES  AND  BUILDINGS  LISTED 

About  1,000  Gather  At  Opening  Service 


Clinton,  Miss.,  Jsq.  4 — One  of  the 
crest  dates  in  the  history  of  122  year 
old  Mississippi  College  was  Tuesday, 
January  4.  President^  D.  M.  Nelson 
brought  the  initial  address  given  'in 
the  new  chapel.  At  this  first  service 
ever  held  In  the  chapel  the  student 
body  and  faculty,  almost  one  thou* 
sand  people,  stood  and  sang  “All  Hall 
The  Power  of  Jesus  Name."  Dr.  Nelson 
began  his  message  In  a  serious  man¬ 
ner,  expressing  the  sentiment  of  all 
in  these  words: 

“We  have  reached  the  end  of  our 
original  building  program,  and  we  are 
impressed  as.  never  before  with  the 
truth  as  expressed  in  the  first  verse  of 
the  127th  Psalm: 

•  Except  the  Lord  build  the  house, 
they  labor  in  vain  that  build  It." 

As  he  retold  the  story  of  the  col¬ 
lege’s  building  program,  everyone 
sensed  the  deep  concern  and  sacrifice 
expended  by  the  administration. 

Accumulating  funds  since  the  fall 
of  1949,  there  was  in  the  banks  by 
June  1946  about  one-third  of  the  ne-

$6,000,000  to  the  denomination’s  na¬ 
tional  Cooperative  Program  in  1948. 

Dr.  Duke  McCall,  executive  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  Executive  Committee,  has  an¬ 
nounced  that  $6.000 ,837 JO  was  re¬ 
ceived  by  his  office  and  distributed  on 
a  percentage  basis  to  the  Convention’s 
institutions  and  agencies  during  the 
year. 

Total  monies  handled  by  his  offiee, 
including  designated  gifts,  were  $8,- 
865,796.80,  Dr.  MrCall  said.  Of  this  fig¬ 
ure,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  at 
Richmond,  Vs.,  received  $4,209,915.25 
for  Baptist  mission  work  overscans. 

Dr.  McCall  estimated  that  other 
gifts  sent  direct  from  the  churches 
to  Southern  Baptist  Institutions  would 
boost  the  overall  total  well  beyond 
$10,000,000,  but,  definite  figures  will

The  1948  figures  compare  with  1947 
Cooperative  Program  gifts  of  $5,217,- 
762.39,  meaning  an  increase  of  $783.- 
074.91  this  year,  and  with  1947  total 
gifts  of  $7458.226.65,  meaning  an  in¬ 
crease  of  $1409.564.15  this  year.

books,  laboratory  and  classroom  equip¬ 
ment  running  into  thousands  of  dol¬ 
lars.  Certainly  God  has  been  here  and 
we  have  known  it  and  felt  it  all  along. 

"M.  C.  has  a  distinctive  mission.  She 
Is  committed  to  the  glorious  task  of 
not  only  teaching  the  arts  and  sci¬ 
ences.  but  more  important  still,  to 
Instruct  in  the  fine  art  of  correct 
living.  She  proposes  not  only  to  train 
the  mind  to  think  rightly  and  the  will 
to  choose  wisely,  but  also  to  cultivate 
the  heart  to  feel  nobly,  and  to  create 
in  the  heart  a  hunger  for  the  true, 
the  good,  and  the  beautiful,  and  a 
restless  urge  to  pursue  them  and  lean 
heavily  upon  them. 

-The  real  missien  of  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege  has  been,  is  now.  and,  please  God, 
will  always  be,  the  development  of 
Christian  character  and  the  training 
for  Christian  service,  whatever  the 
vecmtien  or  profession  panned. 

. .  .Mississippi  College  is  eternally 
against  the  vices  and  practices  which 
weaken  the  body,  becloud  the  mind, 
and  destroy  the  soul.  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege  stands  everlastingly  for  till  those 
virtues  which,  when  practiced,  fruit 
into  radiant  and  joyous  personality 
and  strong  wholesome  Christian  char¬ 
acter.  If  perchance  there  should  come 
those  among  us  with  a  different  phi¬ 
losophy,  and  elect  to  practice  the  vices 
and  eschew  the  virtures,  let  it  be 
known  here  and  now  that  such  prac¬ 
tices  nor  practitioner  do  not  represent 
but  misrepresent  the  real  Mississippi 
College. 

"We  stand  today  facing  new  chal¬ 
lenges  and  news  opportunities.  The 
argent  need  now  is  augmenting  the 
endowment  to  sustain  the  large  en¬ 
rollment.  There  can  be  no  resting  on 
laurels  already  won,  victories  already 
achieved.  Status  quo  has  no  place  in  a 
kingdom -building  enterprise.  Not  to 
progress  is  to  regress. 

"Mississippi  College  should  soon  be 
able  to  offer  graduate  work  and  pro¬ 
fessional  training.  This  will  require 
more  Income  from  a  permanent  source 
and  more  buildings  and  equipment 
Our  people  have  the  resources,  and 
the  Lord  is  ready  to  give  us  the  worthy 
desires  of  our  heart 

“There  is  need  for  a  great  Chris¬ 
tian  university  in  this  area.  Why  not 
Mississippi  College?  Waves  of  Mater-

fiercely  against  the  walls  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  Colleges  of  America.  Many  of

WHY  I  AM  A  BAPTIST

God’s  inspired  Word,  inspired  as  no 
other  literature  in  the  world,  and  that 
it  Is  their  sole  and  complete  and  full 
authority  in  all  matters  of  faith  and 
conduct  Because  of  this,  we  have  en¬ 
deavored  to  practice  the  teachings  of 
Jesus  in  all  of  our  dealings  with  our 
fellow  men.  thus  trying  to  be  like 
Jesus  as  we  walk  through  life.  The 
Bible  says  that  Jesus  was  baptized  in 
the  River  Jordan  and  that  Jesus  ex¬ 
horts  all  men  to  follow  him  through 
the  baptismal  waters  In  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  of  the  Lord  Jesus  the 
Son.  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  I  had 
fallen  In  love  with  Christ  and  there¬ 
fore  wanted  to  do  what  he  did,  and  so 
I,  too,  was  baptized. 

Church  history  helped  me  In  my 
choice  of  the  church  to  which  I  would 
unite.  I  found  that  Baptists  believed 
in  the  New  Testament  teaching  of 
"believer's  baptism,”  and  that  baptism 
was  by  Immersion  of  the  believer  in 
water.  I  liked  the  Baptist  emphasis  on 
"regenerate  church  membership”  and 
the  "priesthood  of  all  believers.”  I 
liked  their  teaching  that  we  do  not 
need  a  "middle  man”  in  our  way  to 
God  other  than  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
There  is  no  need  for  priests,  cardinals, 
or  popes  in  the  Christian’s  approach 
to  God. 

I  liked  the  simplicity  of  their  church 
organization.  Every  member  becomes 
"some  one.”  Each  member  may  parti¬ 
cipate  in  the  total  life  of  the  church, 
and  each  may  be  heard  on  any  ques¬ 
tion  with  genuine  respect. 

I  liked  the  “autonomy  of  the  local 
church."  There  was  no  overlordship. 
They  seemed  to  be  the  most  demo¬ 
cratic  group  of  believers  I  could  find, 
and  with  a  world  view  of  Christian 
service,  having  a  great  evangelistic 
passion  and  missionary  spirit  They 
endeavor  to  take  the  Great  Commis¬ 
sion  seriously. 

I  found  that  Baptists  were  never 
persecutors,  although  they  have  been 
seriously  persecuted.  Baptists  are  not 
“Protestants”  in  the  common  under¬ 
standing  of  that  term.  Because  they 
ardently  believe  In  freedom  of  con¬ 
science.  freedom  to  worship,  and  free¬ 
dom  of  speech,  they  ..have  been  the 
protagonists  of  liberty.  Baptists  be¬ 
lieve  In  liberty  rather  than  tolerance. 
Baptists  would  Insist  upon  the  rights 
of  Roman  Catholics  to  be  Roman 
Catholics,  or  Jews  to  be  Jews,  or  even 
atheists  to  be  atheists,  providing  they 
do  not  try  to  force  their  views  on 
others  by  persecution  or  coercion  of 
fear.  Baptists  believe  In  soul  liberty, 
and  the  only  coercion  they  believe  In 
Is  the  constraint  of  love  and  Chrlst- 
llkeness. 

Baptists  are  aggressively  opposed  tq 
the  “union  of  church  and  governments 
or  of  the  state.”  They  insist  on  full 
liberty,  but  within  the  sphere  of  Chris¬ 
tian  brotherhood. 

Because  I  am  a  Christian  and  a

gates  was  required  for  approval. 

Debate  on  the  proposal  was  touched 
off  by  Dr.  Charles  T.  Leber  of  New 
York,  secretary  of  the  Board  of  For¬ 
eign  Missions.  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.  8.  A.  He  Implored  the  delegates 
to  place  the  “foreign  missions  enter¬ 
prise  within  the  framework,  and.  God 
willing,  at  the  center,”  of  the  Nation¬ 
al  Council. 

Dr.  M.  T.  Rankin  of  Richmond,  Va., 
representing  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  opposed  the  merger.  He 
maintained  that  a  vote  in  favor  of 
participation  “is  a  vote  that  does  away 
with  the  Foreign  Missions  Conference 
and  effectively  eliminates  Southern 
Baptists  from  a  fellowship  that  has 
lasted  many  years." 

A  motion  proposing  that  further 
consideration  of  the  question  be  post¬ 
poned  was  made  by  Dr.  Ralph  E.  Dlf- 
fendorfer,  retiring  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Exten¬ 
sion  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

This  proposal  was  promptly  op¬ 
posed  by  the  Rev.  John  T.  Peter  of 
New  York,  a  Presbyterian  clergyman. 

He  argued  that  any  postponement 
would  “look  very  much  like  pussyfoot¬ 
ing”  since  the  FMC  has  been  discus¬ 
sing  affiliation  for  the  last  seven 
years. 

“The  Protestant  Church,"  he  de¬ 
clared,  "has  lost  Its  battles  time  and 
time  again  because  It  has  been  afraid 
to  speak  Its  mind.”

Ministerial  Edacation  asked  for  more 
money.  The  Orphanage  asked  far  the 
aame  allocation.  The  needs  of  some  of 
our  colleges  for  additional  finances  are 
imperative.  State  Mission  calls  were 
the  largest  In  snr  history.  Tet  the  Cm- 
veslton  Board  and  the  Convention  had 
voted  to  cat  the  state  allocation  which 
meant  a  cat  to  varisns  stale  causes. 

Every  state  chnse  save  the  hospital 
waa  ashed  to  share  a  small  part  af  the 
cut.  The  Hospital  waa  getting  only  1% 
to  start  with.

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NewYear  Resolutions 
For  Churches 


Last  week  we  suggested  some 
■ew  year  resolutions  for  indivi¬ 
dual*.  This  week  we  are  suggest¬ 
ing  some  resolutions  for  churches. 
It  has  been  our  observation  that 
you  get  to  a  place  quicker  if  you 
know  where  you  are  going  AND  on 
an  unknown  road  a  map  is  very 
belpfuL 

Few  people  or  churches  keep  all 
the  resolutions  made  on  New 
Year's  Day  but  it  is  better  to  make 
resolutions  and  keep  some  of  them 
than  to  make  none  and  keep  all  of 
them. 

Below  we  list  some  goals  that 
are  within  reach  of  all  our 
churches. 

1.  Set  a  worthy  goal  in  evangel¬ 
ism.  There  is  something  wrong  if 
a  church  goes  for  a  whole  year 
with  only  two  or  three  or  no  bap¬ 
tisms.  Just  ONE  person  could,  at 
least,  win  one  person. 

2.  If  possible  increase  the  per¬ 
centage  being  sent  to  ike  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  by  ten  or  more  per 
cent.  In  order  for  State  causes  to 
have  as  much  as  last  year,  it  is 
necessary  to  send  at  least  ten  per 
cent  more  than  last  year.  This  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  this  year  State 
causes  receive  only  55  per  cent  of 
mission  receipts  instead  of  60  per 
cent  as  heretofore. 

Many  churches  keep  too  much 
at  home  and  send  too  little  away. 
We  believe  that  charity  begin  at 
borne  but  that  does  not  mean  that 
it  should  stay  there. 

3.  See  that  the  pastor  is  paid  n 
salary  in  keeping  with  the  present 
na usually  high  prices.  A  dollar  to¬ 
day  will  not  buy  as  much  as  it 
would  even  one  year  ago.  Churches 
•Mi  have  other  paid  workers 
danld  give  them  the  same  consi¬ 
deration  along  this  line  as  they  do 
the  pastor. 

4.  See  that  a  sufficient  amount 
is  lathe  budget  to  pay  your  pas¬ 
tor's  expenses  to  the  Southern  Bap- 
tart  Convention  which  meets  in 
Oklahoma  City  in  May.  And  it  will 


take  more  this  year  than  it  did 
last  year.  Oklahoma  City  is  much 
further  away  than  Memphis. 

5.  If  not  already  functioning, 
adopt  the  EVERY  FAMILY  Plan 
of  the  Baptist  Record  for  “Inform¬ 
ed  Baptists  are  better  Baptists. 
Churches  that  have  the  Baptist 
Record  as  a  part  of  their  program 
usually  do  more  and  give  more 
than  those  without  it. 

6.  Pay  much  attention  to  the 
young  people  of  the  church.  They 
will  be  the  ledgers  of  tomorrow. 
We  have  noticed  that  parents  fol¬ 
low  their  children  to  baseball 
games,  football  games,  basketball 
games  and  to  church  affairs.  Get 
the  children  and  you  will  have  the 
parents. 

7.  If  the  church  has  a  church 
library  increase  the  number  of 
volumes.  If  you  do  not  have  one, 
start  one.  Your  state  Sunday  school 
secretary  will  gladly  aid  you.  Good 
books  are  an  antidote  for  bad  ones. 
The  devil  will  see  that  plenty  of 
the  bad  ones  are  available. 

8.  Organize  a  Brotherhood.  We 
groan  and  complain  at  the  waste 
of  natural  resources.  But  many  of 
our  churches  are  ignoring  the  un¬ 
used  man  power  in  the  church 
and  no  complaint  is  heard. 

9.  Have  a  better  Sunday  school 
and  Training  Union  than  in  1948. 
They  teach  and  train  the  workers 

for  tomorrow.  They  make  the 
morning  and  evening  congrega¬ 
tions. 

10.  Stress  tithing.  A  tithing 
church  not  only  has  money  power 
but  spiritual  power. 

11.  Try  to  enlist  every  member 
of  the  chnrch  in  some  task.ylf  you 
do  not  have  enough  jobs  for  every¬ 
body  make  some,  for  idle  church 
members  tend  to  create  trouble. 
A  pulling  mule  can’t  kick  and  a 
kicking  mule  can’t  pull. 

12.  At  least  once  a  year,  prefer¬ 
ably  several  times,  have  a  shower 
for  the  pastor.  This  applies  to  the 
large  as  well  as  the  small  and 
medium  sized  churches.  The  pas¬ 
tor  of  the  large  church  may  not 
need  it  as  much  but  he  will  ap¬ 
preciate  it  just  as  much. 

13.  Establish  a  mission  in  some 
needy  or  neglected  place.  We  be¬ 
lieve  in  all  our  mission  program 
but  are  convinced  that  one  of  our 
greatest  unused  sources  of  enlarge¬ 
ment  is  the  organization  of  mis¬ 
sions  by  churches.  Our  Home 
Board,  our  State  Boards,  our  As¬ 
sociations!  missionaries  are  doing 
a  good  job  but  results  could  be 
increased  many  times  over  if  every 
church  would  establish  at  least 
one , mission.  Don’t  wait  for  some 
outside  worker  to  do  it,  do  It 
yonrself. 
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Pearl  River  Lessons 

All  of  Jackson  as  well  as  large 
numbers  of  people  all  over  the 
slate  were  shocked  a  few  days  ago 
by  the  news  of  the  drowning  of  two 
teen  age  boys  in  the  Pearl  River  on 
the  eastern  edge  of  Jackson. 

For  approximately  54  hours, 
hundreds  of  people,  young  and  old 
white  and  black  braved  the  dan¬ 
gers  of  high,  swift  and  swirling 
waters  and  cold  weather  in  search¬ 
ing  for  the  bodies  of  the  two 
drowned  boys. 

In  addition  to  large  numbers  of 
local  people,  equipment  and  men 
came  from  Vicksburg,  fifty  miles 
away  to  aid  in  the  search.  Hund¬ 
reds  of  Jacksonians  lent  equipment 
of  various  kinds.  For  all  of  this  all 
of  them  are  receiving  well  de¬ 
served  praise. 

There  are  many  lessons  that 
this  tragedy  teaches.  Space  forbids 
elaboration  but  two  are  well 
worthy  of  emphasis. 

1.  People  were  willing  to  risk 
great  danger  to  try  to  locate  the 
bodies  of  these  two  youths.  Had  it 
been  necessary,  there  is  little  doubt 
that  anyone  within  reach  would 
ha  ve  done  the  same  thing.  But 
we  need  to  realize  tliat  there  are 
thousands  of  other  people  in  and 
around  Jackson  as  well  as  all  over 
Mississippi  who  are  in  need  of 
help.  The  above  -  named  brave 
searchers  were  trying  to  save  the 
bodies  of  two  boys.  But  all  around 
us  are  many  whose  souls  are  in 
danger.  Their  souls  are  lost.  They 
live  in  sin.  They  know  not  Jesus 
Christ  as  Savior.  But  we  do  not 
sacrifice  much,  if  ahy  time,  or  en¬ 
dure  any  sacrifices  or  privations 
to  win  them  for  Christ.  Our  plea 
elaboration  but  two  are  well 
is  that  we  be  as  concerned  for  the 
souls  of  people  as  we  are  for  the 
bodies  of  boys. 

2.  When  found  the  body  of 
Teddy  Magruder  was  only  ten  feet 
from  shore.  News  accounts  state 
that  it  is  probable  that  he  would 
have  made  it  to  shore  had  he  not 
become  entangled  >n  some  under¬ 
water  brush.  There  are  hundreds 
of  other  young  people  who  are 
going  to  sink,  not  in  water,  but  in 
sin  because  of  being  caught  in  the 
underbrush  of  worldly  allurements 
that  infest  our  land.  Many  a  young 
man  or  woman  who  is  “almost  per¬ 
suaded”  goes  down  under  the  en¬ 
ticing  temptations  of  the  world. 

Were  Pearl  River  infested  with 
dangerous  water  animals,  our  citi- 
v  zens  would  make  mighty  efforts 
to  overcome  the  danger.  Various 
plans  would  be  suggested.  Great 
efforts  would  be  expended.  Large 
sums  of  money  would  be  raised 
in  order  to  make  Pearl  River  a 
safe  place  for  our  young  people. 
Let  us  be  as  anxious  to  save  their 
souls  from  Satan  as  we  would  be' 
to  save  them  from  river  enemies. 

If  we  are  willing  to  risk  great 


dangers  and  expend  much  effort 
for  the  physical,  let  us.  at  least, 
do  as  much  about  the  spiritual.

WHY  THE  BSU? 

If  the  BSU  Is  childish.  If  It  Is  child's 
play.  If  It  Is  superficial,  if  It  Is  only 
to  entertain  and  to  keep  college  stu¬ 
dents  busy  and  out  of  trouble,  if  it 
emphasizes  itself  Instead  of  Christ  and 
His  church.  If  It  falls  to  win  lost  col¬

Brotherhoods  In  the  State 

On  a  recent  tour  which  carried  the 
Brotherhood  Secretary  Into  practical¬ 
ly  every  area  of  the  State,  many  en¬ 
couraging  Indications  were  observed. 
Among  the  observations  most  pro¬ 
nounced  was  that  church  leaders  are 
studying  the  Brotherhood  and  giving 
It  prestige  comparable  In  a  measure 
to  the  older  established  departments 
of  the  church.  Such  words  as  “ clin¬ 
ics'*.  “executive  committee  meetings,’' 
“brotherhood  study  courses,**  “officers 
meetings,"  and  such  slogans  as  ‘Every 
Baptist  a  Ttther*  are  becoming  every¬ 
day  terms  in  Brotherhood  circles. 
Pastors  are  using  much  more  time  ex¬ 
plaining  the  duties  of  the  officers 
and  committee  chairmen  and  seeing 
that  the  Brotherhood  Is  properly  or¬ 
ganised.  Much  more  Is  being  made  of 
the  Executive  Committee  meeting  of 
the  Brotherhood  each  month  which 
makes  for  a  more  closely  Integrated 
over  all  program. 

Another  observation  of  the  Brother¬ 
hood  Secretary  eras  that  a  larger  num¬ 
ber  of  Brotherhoods  are  definitely 
adopting  “objectives  or  “projects'* 
The  Activities  Vice-Presidents  are 
making  their  report  at  each  Brother¬ 
hood  meeting.  More  and  more  the 
Brotherhood  is  emphasising  practical 
work  Instead  of  Just  a  big  meeting 
with  lots  to  eat. 


Another  observation  Is  that  the  pro¬ 
grams  conducted  by  tN*  Brotherhoods 
are  using  the  Brotherhood  Journal.  It 
has  often  been  the  case  that  a  special 
speaker  was  featured  every  brother¬ 
hood  meeting  with  very  few  If  any  of 
the  men  participating  in  the  program. 
Now  many  are  carrying  on  their  pro¬ 
gram  In  the  way  that  Is  recommended 
by  the  Brotherhood  Department  as  as¬ 
signing  parts  to  the  men  from  the 
Brotherhood  Journal  and  giving  them 
full  leeway  to  elaborate  further  on 
the  given  subject. 

Much  to  the  delight  of  the  Brother¬ 
hood  Secretary  reports  are  coming  in 
from  Brotherhoods  never  heard  of  be¬ 
fore.  These  reports  enable  the  Broth¬ 
erhood  Secretary  to  arrange  his  var¬ 
ious  tours  so  to  be  where  moat  needed. 
It  also  gives  access  to  names  and  ad¬ 
dresses  to  whom  he  can  send  the  ap¬ 
propriate  literature. 

A  further  observation  Is  that  the  as¬ 
sociations  are  becoming  more  highly 
organised  In  that  a  full  corps  of  of¬ 
ficers  are  now  functioning.  8uch  com¬ 
mittees  as  the  advisory  committee  has 
never  been  used  In  the  aaaociaUonal 
organisation.  Now  this  committee  Is 
functioning  In  a  number  of  associa¬ 
tions  very  effectively.  The  sum  total  of 
the  whole  matter  Is  that  1545  will  be 
the  greatest  brotherhood  year  in  the 
history  of  the  State  of  Mississippi.

ALEXANDRIA,  La.  —(BP)—  Louis¬ 
iana  Baptists  have  decreed  January 
9-16  as  "will-making  week." 

Dr.  Herschel  C.  Pettus,  director-trea¬ 
surer  of  the  Louisiana  Baptist  Foun¬ 
dation,  urged  that  "every  adult  Bap¬ 
tist  should  make  a  will  and  include 
our  Baptist  work  In  It.  It  Is  just  as 
Important  to  provide  for  the  wise  use 
of  our  possessions  after  we  die  as  it  is 
to  use  them  wisely  while  we  live." 

Only  four  out  of  ten  property-own¬ 
ers  leave  wills,  and  80  per  cent  of  these 
wills  are  broken  due  to  faulty  prepa¬ 
ration.  Then  92  per  cent  of  American 
property  owners  leave  their  posses¬ 
sions  to  the  mercy  of  the  courts.  This 
should  not  be  true  among  Christians. 

He  urged  that  persons  already  hav¬ 
ing  wills  should  have  the  wills  re¬ 
viewed  by  a  lawyer  and  brought  up  to 
date.

The  major  work 
of  this  Conference  is  done  by  bring¬ 
ing  together  those  responsible  for 
overseas  administration  in  the  various 
mission  boards  to  consult  on  common 
problems  and  to  provide  such  facts  as 
will  make  most  effective  the  work  of 
each. 

By  Its  constitution,  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions  Conference  recognizes  the  com¬ 
plete  autonomy  of  all  its  member 
boards,  leaving  each  Board  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  extent  of  its  own  participa¬ 
tion  and  cooperative  policies.  It  is  not 
a  part  of  the  Federal  Council  of  the 
Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  being 
a  separate  entity,  both  by  its  consti¬ 
tution  and  in  its  practice.  This  princi¬ 
ple  has  been  true  for  more  than  the 
55  years  of  its  existence.  The  Foreign 
Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  was  one  of  the  con¬ 
stituting  members  in  the  formation 
of  the  Foreign  Missions  Conference 
and  has  fond  its  membership  most 
helpful. 

At  this  annual  session  there  was  a 
proposal  to  take  action  upon  a  mo¬ 
tion  —  here  we  quote  —  "that  the 
Foreign  Missions  Conference  of  North 
America  agrees  to  become  one  of  the 
eonztitulng  agencies  of  the  National 
Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in 
the  U.  3.  A.  and  to  become  the  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Foreign  Missions  thereof,  in 
accordance  with  the  revised  edition  of 
the  constitution  of  the  National  Coun¬ 
cil.  dated  April  25.  1944." 

After  a  lengthy,  but  always  frater¬ 
nal  discussion  and  by  signed  ballot 
of  those  authorised  by  their  various 
boards  to  vote,  the  motion  was  over¬ 
whelmingly  defeated,  which  in  es¬ 
sence  means  that  the  Foreign  Missions 
Conference  continues  as  it  is.  namely 
—  an  entirely  autonomous  body,  defi¬ 
nitely  separate  from  the  Federal  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Churches  on  Christ  in  the  U. 

a.  a. 

In  addition  to  Doctors  Rankin,  Oill 
and  Sadler,  a  special  committee  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board, 
consisting  of  the  undersigned,  was 
present  and  all  of  these,  including  the 
three  secretaries  above  named,  voted 
against  the  motion  to  enter  the  Na¬ 
tional  Council  of  Churches.  Dr.  Ran¬ 
kin.  speaking  against  the  motion, 
made  a  plain  and  straight  forward 
statement  —  which  was  reinforced  by 
Dr.  Sadler  —  that  if  the  motion  car¬ 
ried.  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  would 
automatically  be  eliminated  from 
membership. 

Having  thus  stated  the  result  of  this 
epochal  action,  your  Committee  would 
register  Its  findings  concerning  the  re¬ 
lation  of  our  Board  to  the  Foreign,  Mis¬ 
sions  Conference.

What  marvelous  things  our  eyes 
would  behold,  our  ears  would  hear,  our 
hearts  would  feel,  our  souls  would  ex¬ 
perience  If  only  we  could  have  among 
those  high  in  the  official  life  of  our 
denomination  a  deeper  spirituality 
along  with  a  well-con  reived  call  to  a 
deeper  spirituality  In  our  churches,  our 
institutions,  our  programs  and  the 
personal  lives  of  our  people. 

While  I  rejoice  In  the  growth  of  our 
membership  and  contributions,  and 
our  growth  In  other  respects,  I  have 
the  conviction  that  Southern  Baptists 
have  not  yet  begun  to  attain  their 
maximum  efficiency  In  Christian  ser¬ 
vice,  and  that  we  shall  not  measure 
up  to  our  responsibilities  and  oppor¬ 
tunities  as  we  ought  until  there  has 
come  among  us  a  genuine  spiritual 
revival.  Such  a  spiritual  revival  we 
need. 

In  our  churches,  as  well  as  the  de¬ 
nomination  at  large,  we  need  above 
everything  else  a  genuine  and  all-in- 
elustve  spiritual  awakening  that  will 
see  our  church  members  so  burdened 
for  the  salvation  of  the  lost  that  they 
will  go  oat  after  the  unsaved  and  try 
to  win  them  to  faith  in  Christ  — 
that  will  see  our  churches  become  so 
curchargrd  with  spiritual  power  that 
the  unsaved  would  again  attend  them 
hi  large  numbers  and  be  convicted  of 
their  sins  because  of  the  fact  that 
they  would  feel  the  very  presence  of 
God  in  our  worship  services.  Such  we 
need. 

Then,  too,  such  a  revival  would  so 
tone  up  the  personal  lives  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  churches  that  they  would 
"come  out  from  the  world  and  be 
separate,”  rededicate  themselves,  their 
talents,  their  personalities,  their  time, 
their  financial  and  other  resources 
to  the  Lord —  willing  to  do  God's  will 
no  matter  where  It  would  lead  them, 
no  matter  what  the  cost.  Such  we 
need. 

Such  a  rededication  would,  by  the 
Holy  Spirit,  remake  the  lives  of  indi¬ 
viduals,  our  churches,  our  communi¬ 
ties,  our  denomination.

George  W.  Sadler,  director  of  the  Re¬ 
lief  Committee  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board.  Gage  presently  is  director  of 
promotion  for  the  Relief  Committee 
and  will  retain  that  position  although 
he  will  give  a  large  part  of  his  time 
to  the  new  assignment. 

Persons  desiring  to  help  settle  dis¬ 
placed  persons  in  this  country  write 
Mr.  Gage  at  the  Southern  Baptist 
Relief  Center.  New  Orleans,  for  ap¬ 
plication  forms.  Mr.  Gage  will  work 
in  close  cooperation  with  Dr.  R.  L. 
Howard.  Baptist  World  Alliance  Dis¬ 
placed  Persons  coordinator  In  Wash¬ 
ington. 

The  Federal  Displaced  Persons  Com¬ 
mission.  which  is  in  charge  of  admin¬ 
istering  the  Congressional  Displaced 
Persons  Act  of  1943.  requires  assur¬ 
ances  that  the  DP  s  will  have  employ¬ 
ment  at  prevailing  wages  without  dis¬ 
placing  an  American  worker;  that 
safe  housing  will  be  available  without 
displacing  another  person;  that  trans¬ 
portation  from  the  port  of  embarka¬ 
tion  will  be  provided  and  that  the 
immigrant  will  not  become  a-  charge 
on  public  funds.  Upon  acceptance  by 
Federal  Commisison  of  such  assur¬ 
ances  concerning  an  individual,  the 
Commission  will  inform  Its  represen¬ 
tatives  in  Europe  who  may  then  re¬ 
commend  applicants  to  the  U.  8.  Con¬ 
sul  for  Issuance  of  a  visa.

REAL  WORLD  FELLOWSHIP

The  time  Is  In  the  summer  of  194S, 
long  past  midnight  after  a  hot  day. 

The  scene  Is  a  village  In  Central 
Europe.  A  couple  of  oil  lamps  swing¬ 
ing  from  the  low  celling  In  two  rooms 
In  a  farm  house.  The  rooms  are  pack¬ 
ed  with  refugees  from  a  country  to 
the  East,  old  women  with  dried  up. 
wrinkled  faces,  toll  worn  men  straight 
from  the  fields,  hardworked  mothers 
with  strangely  quiet  little  children 
huddling  against  them,  all  of  them 
with  eyes  shining  with  tears  and  joy. 

A  little  man  with  a  high-pitched, 
quavering  voice  Is  speaking.  His  tears 
are  streaming.  The  words  are  address¬ 
ed  to  Dr.  C.  Oscar  Johnson.

There  Is  not 
a  man  or  a  woman  or  a  child  who 
hasn't  received  something  to  keep 
him  alive,  out  of  the  gifts  coming 
from  abroad.  Please  tell  your  peo¬ 
ple  of  our  gratitude.  And  please  do 
not  go  away  at  aoce.  Every  one  here 
wants  to  shake  your  hand,  and  some 
perhaps  even  kiss  It,  because  of  the 
brotherhood  you  represent  ” 

It  was  my  great  experience  last 
summer  to  witness  scenes  like  that. 
It  Impressed  strongly  upon  me  what 
our  world  fellowship  really  means,  and 
I  was  reminded  of  it  when  thinking 
of  our  Baptist  World  Alliance  Sunday, 
February  6.  In  churches  In  large 
areas  of  this  bleated  North  American 
Continent  many  thousands  of  Bap¬ 
tists  will  not  only  be  speaking  of  our 
world  fellowship  on  that  day.  but 
bringing  an  offering  with  which  to 
strengthen  it  In  a  material  way.  Am 
I  wrong  In  thinking  that  many  Bap¬ 
tists  who  for  some  reason  are  pre¬ 
vented  from  sharing  In  a  church  of¬ 
fering  on  February  6.  might  wish  to 
send  a  contribution  to  our  Baptist 
World  Alliance  work?
